27. (Amended) A removable battery pack for a hand held cordless tool 
comprising: 



a housing with one or more cells in said housing, a vent system in 



said housing for enabling fluid passage through said housing and a mechanism 
on said housing for coupling and decoupling said battery pack with the hand held 
tool ; and 

a mechanism associated with said battery pack for dissipating heat 
in said battery pack housing.
